Shot Jarcly Misses Banker As 
Robbers Fled Without Loot 
---Stolen ‘Taxi Used 


Was Former Deseronto Lad 















After an all-night hunt in a 
driving snowstorm, Vancouver 
police continued search all day 
for two young men who attempt- 
ed to hold up the Canadian Bank 
of Commerce at Victoria Drive 
and Forty-lirst Avenue at 1.45 
p-m, Thhrsday. 

Foiled by a show of resistance 
by Mr. Harty W. Morden, man- 
ager, the thieves fled after fir- 
ing on The stolen taxi in 
which they escaped has not been 
found.

TORONTO'S FINE SHOWING 

Ottawa's experience with diphthe- 
ria is common to that of all cities 
where a determined effort is boing 
made to immunize the youthful pop- 
ulation against this disease that 
once was a deadly plague, probably 
would be still if preventive measures 
had not been developed, 

Toronto in 1895 reported 147 deaths 
from diphtheria, Allowing for the 
increase in population, in the same 
proportion the death list in 1934 
would have reached 498, But by last 
year the toxoid immunization plan 
had been in.use for a period long 
enough to make its benefits fully ap- 
parent, there were only 22 cases of 
diphtheria in the whole city, and no 
deaths. . 

The mathematical precision of the 
drop as more and more children were 
immunized matches Ottawa’s descen.- 
ding scale almost exactly. Toronto 
had 64 deaths from this disease in 
1929, 54 in 1930, 36 in 19381, 16 in 
1982 and 6 in 1988. ‘That city’s re- 
cord is another factor for those few 
who yet may doubt that toxoid con- 
fers immunity.—Ottawa Journal,

UNIVERSAL LAW 
FOR MOTORISTS 


Nations Should Co-operate in 
Formation of Uniform Sate- 
ty Code, Speaker Says. 
oronto.—It is time for the na 

tions of the world to co-operate in 

formation of a world-wide automo- 
bile safety code, in the opinion of 

Robert C. Graham, executive vice- 

president of the Graham-Page Com- 

pany and chairman of the . export 
committee of the Automobile Manu- 
fucturers’ Association of the United 

States. He has recently completed 

a tour comprising 15 countries and 

35 states.

“J think the big thing to-day,” he 
said, “is to remember that the wealth 
of the world at large. We should 
deal with other countries in a spirit 
of reciprocity, arranging our terms 
by narrow nationalistic policies, We 
found, in the United States, that our 
Smoot-Hawley\ bill had boosted tar- 
iffs up too high—and we are gradu- 
ally repairing that mistake.”

veady been developed more than the 
supervision of drivers and mainten- 
ance of highways. 

“We cannot say our highways are 
finished,” he declared, “‘so long as 
one grade crossing remains, and so

which modern automobiles possess. 

UNIFORM SAFETY LAWS 

“There should be uniform safety 
laws-throughout the world, with the 
fine ideas of each country welded 
into a universal, simple and sensible 
program that would demand that 
only those capable of safe driving 
be allowed to drive, rigid inspection 
of tires and brakes.” 

He stated that by June a highway 
would be complete between Mexico 
City annd Halifax, that cars built for 
Canada, the United States and Au- 
stralia, where long distances were to 
be traversed, would always require 
heavier cars and more powerful en- 
gines than those designed for smaller 
European countries, and that news- 
papers were the greatest present 
medium for moulding the publlo 
mind, expressing a wish that they 
would use their opportunity to fos- 
ter world fellowship.

Shortens Hours 


For Shop Clerks 


London — Wasier conditions for 
young store clerks are ensured un- 
der the Shops Act which came into 
force with the New Year. 

The act limits the working time 
of boys and girls under 18 in shops, 
to 52 hours a week until December, 
1936, after which the hours are to 
be 48 a week. Twenty-four hours’ 
overtime in six weeks a year may 
be worked, but no more than 12 
hours in any one week. 

Employers must allow their young 
workers a break of at least 20 min- 
utes after a continuous stretch of 
five hours’ work, If a meal is taken 
on the premises a period of 45 min- 
utes at least must be allowed, and 
if away, one hour,

Distinct Improvement in 
1935 WwW th Confidence 


At the Sixty-Sixth Annual Meet- 
ing of The Royal Bank of Canada, 
held in Montreal, Morris Ww, Wil 
son President, and Managing pj. 
vector, pald tribute to the distin. 
guished service Tendered to the 
bank by Sir Herbert Holt, who had 
presided at successive Annual 
Meetings for over ® quarter of q 
century, and whose outstanding 
ability and prestige have been jm. 
portant factors in the sound and 
consistent growth of the bank dur. 
ing his regime. 

In commenting On the 


strong 
Statement presented to the meet- 
ing, Mr. Wilson said that it re. 
flected a year of operations under 
distinctly improved “conditions, 
both at home and abroad, 

Referring to the recent revision 
of the Bank Act and the Act in. 
corporating the Bank of Canada, 
he stated that at the public hear. 
ings preceding these enactments 
the bankers were able to justify 
their administration. He warned 
that the curtailment of earning 
power resulting from restrictions 
upon jnterest rateS chargeable by 
banks and the withdrawal of note. 
issuing privileges will inevitably 
reduce the ability of banks to 
maintain nhproductive branches jn 
small communities, Banking profits 
have never been excessive, and {f 
an efficient banking system is to 
be maintained, there ig a point 
beyond which enforced) economies 
to meet falling revenues on one 
hand, and increased taxation on 
the other, cannot safely be carried, 

Referring to taxation, Mr: Wil- 
son sajd:— 

“Wor every dollar paid in divia- 
ends last year we paid sixty-seven 
cents to the Canadian tax-gatherér, 
This does not take into account 
the income tax paid by our share- 
holders themselves on dividends 
received from the Bank, Surely 
these figures require no comment.” 

In discussing the improved con- 
ditions in Canada, Mr. Wilson 
pointed out that during the past 
year manufacturing and employ- 
ment have approximated the ley- 
els of 1926; iron and steel produc- 
tion, the output of automobiles, 
textiles and electrical energy had 
increased and the value of exports 
notably lumber and minerals, had 
advanced substantially. The wheat 
crop was no larger, but fortunate- 
ly, higher prices prevailed. The 
value of field crops had Increased 
over $100,0000,000 and the enhanc- 
ed purchasing power of the farm- 
ers had stimulated trade through- 
out the country. There has been 
increased demand for Canadian 
mineral products abroad and it is 
anticipated that the output of 
Canadian gold mines will exceed 
$100,000,000, as compared with 
$85,000,000 in 1933, ‘The building 
boom in Great Britain created un- 
precedented demand for Canadian 
lumber and a record yolume of 
shipments has been made during 
the past year. He mentioned the 
importance of the tourist trade to 
Canada, which had amounted to 
over $300,000,000 a year and for 
Several years brought more money 
Into Canada than our wheat ex- 
ports, Newsprint. 

“Demand from the United States 
for newsprint has been strong, 
with the result that the output of 
the Canadian mills in 1934 was 
more than twenty-five per cent. 
higher than in the previous year. 
In fact, it was within five per cent, 
of the peak year of 1929. Prices 
however, were even lower than in 
economies operations have contin- 
1938 and, despite the most rigid 
ued on an unprofitable basis. 

The Railway Situation 

“The railway situation continues 
to be the most important economic 
problem in Canada. Obviously, the 
Canadian people cannot stand in- 
definitely a weekly drain of over 
»1,000,000 for railway deficits, and 
the time is rapidly approaching 
when more drastic and effective 
action will have to be taken if we 
are to maintain national credit and 
solvency,” 

Referring to world 
President said that in spite of 
tense political situations during 
the past year, business has con- 
tinued to improve. Produetion in 
Great Britain and several other 
countries was greater than in 1928, 

‘Tt is only in the countries of the 
gold bloc where business has be- 
come materially worse during the 
year, World trade, however, must 
be released from the multitude of 
new restrictions which were am- 
ong the worst products of the de- 
pression, if it is to regain healthy 
vigor. Excessive economic national- 
ism has proved & dangerous boom- 
erang, striking down home indus- 
tries as well as those of foreign 
countries. I believe that the pen- 
dulum of opinion has begun to 
swing toward better economic re- 
lationships between countries, and 
I look upon this new attitude as a 
happy augury of further favorable 
developments during the coming 
vear. 

The Capitalistic System

and depressions. Undoubtedly, the 
War placed a great strain upon the 
capitalistic system. ‘That System 
has been the result of a process of 
®Volution and as such has been 
bubject to modifications from time 
to time to meet changing condi- 
tions, Further modifications and 
changes may be a necessity if we 
4re to be rid of the evils of major 
depressions, The difficulties in the 
distant past were the outcome of 
shortages, At the present moment 
the major difficulties have to do 
With the distribution of an increas- 
ing surplus which tends to exceed 
purchasing power, Increasing at- 
tention must be given to measures 
Which will provide for a freer and 
more eyen flow in the exchange of 
Boods and services. Insofar as the 
‘New Deal” in the United States, 
or economic experiments in other 
barts of the world, may provide a 
Workable answer to this problem, 
We should not hesitate to profit by 
that solution. Social and economic 
experiments which fail, however, 
are usually costly and it is prudent 
and wise to “make haste slowly” 
in changing fundamental principles 
of the existing system. 
The Outlook 

“For more than a year and one- 
half there has been a distinet up- 
ward trend in business activity; 
improvement has been general in 
practically all branches of agricul- 
ture, industry, mining and trade, 
At the beginning of the new year 
conditions, both at home and 
abroad, favor a continuation of 
this uward trend. It is true that in 
Canada there remain a number of 
difficult problems for which prac- 
tical solutions are necessary, but 
I believe that the Canadian people 
haye the courage and ability to 
Solye such problems in a rational 
manner, It is upon the basis of 
past performance that I look for- 
ward to 1935 with renewed con- 
fidence.” 


General Managers Addrese 


In his remarks, Mr, S, G. Dob- 
#0D, Dewly appointed General Mun- 
ager, referred to the very satisfac- 
tory nature of the Annual Report 
and Balance Sheet presented, He 
said in part: —‘‘After several years 
of declining figures, due to gen- 
eral conditions, I-am glad to say 
the trend has not only been arrest- 
ed, but under most headings 
has been reversed, in some in- 
stances to a substantial degree.” 

In reviewing the Financial State- 
ment, he said:—“‘Perhaps the most 
gratifying feature of the Balance 
Sheet is the increase of over $50,- 
000,000 in total deposits by the 
public. The total is now $612,579, 
453. Canadian branches contrib- 
uted $41,000,000 of this total in- 
crease of which $11,000,000 is in 
the Savings category. It is interest- 
ing to note that an increase in de- 
posits was shown by every proy- 
ince in the Dominion, 

“Current loans in Canada show 
an increase for the first time since 
1925, and are up over $10,000,000. 
This is a significant change, reflec- 
ting, as do other items in the 
Balance Sheet, a heartening in- 
crease in ‘Canadian business ac- 
tivities.” 

Mr. Dobson pointed out that all 
banks in Canada, because of their 
easy cash position, are looking for 
desirable loaning business, and the 
comparatively Small increase un- 
der this heading reflects a lack of 
demand for loans, rather than a 
restriction of credit. 

“Profits for the year were $4,- 
$98,217, but are not properly com- 
parable with published profits for 
the previous year because hereto- 
fore they were ‘reported after de- 
ducting Provincial taxes. but be- 
fore Federal taxes, For the sake 
of uniformity, and the fuller in- 
formation of shareliolders, both 
classes of taxes are now disclosed 
in the published report. Making al- 
lowance for the resulting increase 
under this heading, profits are 
lower by $268,448, leaving $1,506 
804 to be carried forward in Profit 
& Loss Account, after the usual 
deductions for dividends, taxes, etc, 

“In keeping with the downward 
trend jn interest rates and the re- 
sulting difficulty in employing 
funds profitably, the bank and 
most other institutions accepting 
deposits reduced their rates on in- 
terest-bearing accounts 144 of 1% 
from November 1, 1934, This has 
had a beneficial effect upon bond 
prices, and has helped to reduce 
the cost of Dominion and Provyin- 
cial financing.” 

Mr. Dobson made special refer- 
ence to the satisfactory results 
achieved by the branches outside 
of Canada and the yaluable assist- 
ance they have giyen to exporters 
in the development of their trade 
in the countries where the bank is 
represented. In conclusion, ~ he 
said: — 

‘On the whole, 19384 .may be re- 
garded as a yoar of substantial re- 
covery for Canada, While we still 
have “many problems to solve, we 
have, I believe, every justification 
for looking forward with confid- 
ence to a further improvement in 
conditions during 1936.”

The Royal Air Force 
is charged with patrol and policing 
duties over a million square miles 
of territory. It flies daily in three 
continents, much of the time over 
perilous country where engine fail- 
ure would mean disaster. 

Even in the British Isles, the force 
gets much bad weatherflying; it 
can use no region of sunshine and 
perfect visibility comparable, for ex- 
ample, with the great state of Texas, 
where much of United States mili- 
tary flying is done.

Riddell knows how to stop hiccoughs, 
His opinion was asked on a report 

from Los Angeles, where a doctor 

cured a case of prolonged hiccough- 
ing by getting the patient to hold his 
nose and breathe into a paper bag. 

This was’ continued until the oxygen 


in the bag was exhausted and the 
patient was breathing in carbon 
dioxide—whereupon his hiccoughing 
ceased. 


“Ask Justice Riddell about jit,” a 
doctor told’ a reporter. “He knows 
guste a lot about it.” 

And so he did, 

"Why,” said the learned judge, “I 
ho:d the long-distance record for hic- 
coughing. Four years ago I hiccough- 
ed steadily for eight days and eight 
nights, and a year ago, when I was 
again ill with pneumonia, I hiccough- 
ed for 12 days and 12 nights. That's 


a record,” 


“And did they stop it with a paper 
bag?” a 

“I don’t know,” he replied. “I was 
nol in a position to know. But I do 
know that they have adopted that 
method in all the hospitals in the 
United States. I learned about it 
in Boston last summer 
and it's been taken up all over.

IS YOUR LENS CLEAN? 









With. a clean lens, plus proper exposure, you should always get sharp, 


clear pictures such 


HE Guild has received a number 

of letters from fellow snapshoot- 
ers complaining about smudgy look- 
ing pictures. They say they know 
their exposures are correct and de- 
veloping done carefully with fresh, 
clean chemicals. 

Granting that all this is true the 
next thing to consider is your lens, 
Is it clean? You have looked through 
dirty eye-glasses with probably a 
few finger prints on them. If you 
haven’t it’s a sure bet that you have 
experienced the difficulty of looking 
through a smudgy window. Clean 
eye-glasses and clean windows give 
clear vision and similarly the cam- 
era cannot “see” so well if its eye 
(the lens) is cloudy and smudgy 
from grease, finger prints and dust 
collected over a period of months. 

Cleaning a lens is a very simple 
operation, All you need is a soft, un- 
starched linen handkerchief and 
perhaps a match or pencil, if the 
lens is quite small. The rear surface 
of the lens can easily be reached by 
removing the back of the camera. 
If the camera has & double lens 
(one behind and one in front of the 
shutter diaphragm), the front com- 
bination may be removed by turning 
to the left, which will allow you to 
work through the shutter opening 
when set for “time,” with the hand- 
kerchief over the end of the match 
or lead pencil. If the lens is quite 
dirty breathe on it and then rub 
quickly with the handkerchief. Re 
sure, when replacing the front lens, 
to screw it back into the shutter as 
far as it will go.

The suggestion to work through 
the shutter opening also applies to 
cleaning the front surface of cam- 
eras with single lenses fitted to box 
cameras and certain folding models. 
Handle the lens carefully and don’t 
exert too much pressure. It isn’t 
necessary and might scratch the 
surface. 

The amount of pleasure you get 
out of your camera depends almost 
entirely on how much thought and 
care you give it. 

Picture taking is just like golf, 
tennis, basketball or bowling—the 
more you experiment, the more 
thought you give to your hobby, the 
greater your reward in self satisfac- 
tion. 

There are many good books ayail- 
able on amateur photography but 
one of the latest off the press is 
called “How to Take Good Pictures.” 
It is packed with sound advice for 
the beginner or the advanced ama- 
teur and profusely illustrated with 
pictures of every type, diagrams and 
what have you. It might be called 
“The Amateur Photographer's Ref- 
erence Book,” but don’t think for 
one minute it is as “dry” as such a 
name might imply. You can no doubt 
purchase this book from stores that 
sell cameras and photographic sup- 
plies. 

If you know your camera—its lim- 
itations or its versatility—give care- 

ful thought to composition and 
story-telling possibilities you are 
well along your way to take pictures 
as interesting and sharp as the two 
shown above.
